A True Story 


by DONEL LEACH 


MISSIONARY TO ALASKA 


T was while I was supply pastoring 
for the missionary at Wainwright, 
Alaska, that I enjoyed one of the most 
fascinating experiences I have ever 
had. I not only witnessed, but partici- 
pated in the butchering of a huge 40 


. feet whale. I even ate some of it and 


because of my help was given a full 
share of the meat, or muktuk. Some 
of the Eskimos estimated this great 
creature of the deep weighed close to 
12 tons, and by the way my shoulders 
ached afterwards I was willing to 
agree. 

Never have I witnessed a time when 
Christians were more thankful for 
what God had provided than on this 
ocassion. That whale was an answer 
to prayer. Not one whale had been 
taken in six years and now that God 
had answered their humble prayers 
they were rejoicing as they cut up the 
meat out on the icy ocean just four 
miles from Soviet territory. 


There was yet to be more cause for 
rejoicing - at least for two Eskimo 
men and me. We had made our way 
far out on the ice while hunting seal. 
The ice on which we stood broke 
loose from the main ice along the 
shoreline and we drifted for probably 
an hour before realizing what had 
happened. Fortunately, the other men 
had a small eight foot skin boat which 
we could use to ferry us across the 
great gap of cold dark ocean. 


Just as I prepared to get into the 
boat, I heard the spine-tingling sound 
of Aaglu, a killer whale, not 40 feet 
away, blowing water through his 
spout. Words fail to explain the dread- 
ful feeling which I had. 

Standing on that cracking ice, look- 
ing into the face of a monster which 
was rolling and tossing in the very 
water I must cross in osder to be 
saved, I assure you, my utterances 
were directed heavenward. 

We made our way along the ice to 
a point several hundred yards from 
where the whale had been seen. 
Quickly and quietly we slipped our 
little boat into the water and began 
to paddle for safety. The killer whale 
was under us somewhere and I could 
almost feel his gaze. My imagination 
tore at me wildly. The ride took only 
a few short minutes, probably about 
ten, but it seemed almost endless as I 
looked down into the water’s face and 
prayed for our deliverance. 

We were spared without incident, 
but not without gaining a healthy re- 
spect for those mammals of the sea, 
the whale, especially the killer whale. 

Once I was safely back in Fairbanks 
with my wife, Lorene, and son, Mich- 
ael, I fully realized how great it was 
to be alive and working for the 
Master of heaven and earth, land and 
sea. 


“TANAOR unto you is born this day in 

F the city of David, a Saviour.” 
A “Saviour”, one who saves or delivers, 
sets free, LIBERATES! 

As I take my pen in hand, it is the 
month of October in the year 1961. 
With October of each year comes 
a vivid recollection of another October 
just seventeen years ago - October 
1944! Standing out in my mind as a 
great marble monument heavily car- 
ved with deep and permanent engrav- 
ings of scenes of inhuman suffering, 
gripping horror, indescribable pain, 
hellish war, death — and _ glorious 
LIBERATION! For it was the 20th 
day of October in year of 1944 which 
marked the Return to the Philippines 
and the day of LIBERATION! 

Before the dawn of this memorable 
day as LST 270, USN, eased into 
Leyte Gulf along with one of the 
greatest task forces ever assembled, 
I stood with my men for a last and 
final consecration service. As hearts 
were solemnly and sincerely lifted to 
almighty God, we were keenly aware 
of God’s all-seeing eye upon us. How- 
ever, our nerves and muscles were 
steeled against the awareness of an- 
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other all-seeing eye, that of the enemy, 
which was piercing through the dawn 
from the land and the sea and the air! 
There was an unvoiced question in 
the heart of each man as he stole a 
quiet and sad glance at his buddy, 
“Will you be listed as KIA (killed in 
action) before the dawn of another 
day?” 

Orders were called out sharply and 
echoed ominously through the stillness 
of the morning as men grimly and al- 
most mechanically responded with 
resolute determination and courageous 
main to the action which would surely 
bring death in order to also bring 
LIBERATION. Death to the soldier 
but LIBERATION to thousands of 
prisoners. Why must some men DIE 
that other men might LIVE? This 
age-old question has been upon the 
lips of men of all generations. 

“UNTO YOU THIS DAY IS BORN” 
BORN to DIE that all men, prisoners 
of sin may be LIBERATED! Born to 
Die? Yes, Christ became “obedient 
unto death” that all men might LIVE! 

Even as the liberating forces return- 
ing to the Philippine Islands became 
obedient to the orders of their com- 


personal sacrifice, self-denial, suffer- 


ing and even death brought freedom — 
to men imprisoned and enslaved, | | 


the warriors of the faith who wou |

served our great Commander-in-Chief — 


with dedication and obedience to the 
GREAT COMMISSION. 


LIBERATION DAY - October 20, 
1944! Shouts of victory and triumph — 


echoed around the world - thousands 
of prisoners marched out of the dung- 


eons of darkness into the light of free- 


dom and hope and liberty! 


The pattern of liberation remains — 


unchanged. There is no new plan, no 
new method, no revised version in 
the orders which echo clearly from 
our great Commander. We are to

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Tribute to 
J. Narver Gortner 


I was the pastor of Rev. J. Narver 
Gortner four and one-half years while 
serving as minister of First Church in 
Oakland, California. Recent news of 
his passing brings to memory many 
recollections of fellowship we shared 
* as I had opportunity to become quite 
' well acquainted with this venerable 
® minister of the Gospel. 


Brother Gortner was instrumental 
as the tool in God’s hand for bringing 

First Church in Oakland into existence 

in the year of 1926, (if my memory 
t serves me correctly). Shortly there- 
‘ after the church constructed the edi- 
/ fice on $3lst and Grove Streets in 
] Oakland from which pulpit he min- 
| istered the Gospel faithfully until the 
; year 1937 when he resigned to give 
full time to the ministry of teaching 
in Glad Tidings Bible Institute, San 
Francisco. 


Though his duties were across the 
Bay he continued to reside at his home 
- in his beloved Berkeley where he en- 
joyed “Berkeley Air”, made famous by 
one of his many poems. 


It was the year of 1947 that I came 
to serve the church which he had 
_ founded and pastored for eleven years 
- and of which he was still a member 
and in which his heart and interest 
always were. 


Not long after my coming his at~ 
| tendance and that of his wife became 
less regular due to their failing health. 
In reflection upon this, it seems quite 
remarkable to me that his life span 
extended yet another 14 years until 
this present time. 

A mental giant, he was well edu- 
cated, having begun the ministry in 
} the Methodist Church after thorough 
| preparation in Garrett Biblical Insti- 
tute. His knowledge of the Greek

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Question: 


When and where did you first hear 
about the baptism in the Holy Spirit? 


Answer: 


(Mrs.) I read about Father Ben- 
nett* and what speaking in tongues 
had caused in the church in Van Nuys 
in Newsweek magazine. Because my 
curiosity had already been aroused 
from scriptural references to the gifts 
of the Holy Spirit and speaking in 
tongues in particular, this article in- 
terested me very much. I carried the 
magazine about with me for several 


I was negative in my feeling and my 
wife was inquisitive, but we both 
wanted to look into the matter and see 
how valid it might be. 


(Mrs.) It seemed that if this phe- 
nomenon of speaking in tongues was 
to be lightly dismissed as mere 
emotionalism the New Testament 
spent entirely too much space instruct- 
ing church members in its use. Also 
the very fact this experience had hap- 
pened within the Episcopal church 
captured my attention. I had been an 
Episcopalian all my life, my parents 


before me and my grandparents be- 


nett was speaking, my old curiousity — 


was aroused. The minute I walke 


into the auditorium, I knew that I had — 


come to something important. It was 


| 


packed and we sat near the back. — 


There was warmth and joy in the at- — 


mosphere. I turned to my friend and 
commented on the singing, “I think 
that there must be a choir in the entire 
balcony.” I have never heard such full 
and jubilant singing. During prayer 
the congregation murmured along 
with prayer which was adjacent to 
the one being said by the leader. 
Occasionally, there were ejaculations

members ff the Episcopal Church, ‘who have 


‘weeks showing it to my friends, dis- 


cussing it with them and trying to 
evaluate the experience of the Epis- 
copalians at Van Nuys as reported. 
I remember my minister said, “Well, 
if it is real it will last. If it is not, it will 
go away. So wait and see.” This was 
well over a year before I met Father 
Bennett myself. I, meanwhile, had put 
the magazine away and shelved my 
questions. 


Question: 


What were your reactions to this 
experience? 


Answer: 


(Mr.) My reaction was based large- 

ly on what I had heard people say. 
The article in Newsweek, however, 
conjured up pictures of tent meetings, 
ranting and raving emotionalism and 
obscure offbeat sects. I had a negative 
attitude from the article and thought, 
“Well, here is a part of the Episcopal 
church which has gone off the deep 
end.”

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fore them had been Episcopalians. 
Being aware of the dignity and an- 
cient orthodoxy of our people and 
knowing that our ministers are well 
trained, disciplined and highly educa- 
ted, I did not dismiss this. 


Question: 


What lead you to feel the baptism 
in the Holy Spirit was something you 
needed? 


Answer: 


(Mrs.) Several years ago I asked my 
minister for books that would better 
help me understand the Trinity. I had 
had experience with God, the Father. 
I had experience with God, the Son, 
the Redeemer, but I wasn’t sure J had 
had experience with God, the Holy 
Spirit, Who  sanctifies. After having 
read through many chapters on the 
theology of the Holy Spirit, I came up 
with a rather weak suspicion that I 
did not fully know, His meaning. “He’s 
missing in my life,” I thought. It was 
as if there was a hole, although I could 
not point it out. 

One Sunday afternoon a friend of 
mine called to invite me to a full gos- 
pel meeting at the high school audi- 
torium. I refused, but when she men- 
tioned an Episcopal priest named Ben-

of praise. This was certainly different 
from anything I was used to, but I 
could not deny its sincerity. Shortly, 
someone spoke in tongues which was 
followed by a beautiful interpretation 
which I recognized as wonderful pray- 
er. I exclaimed to my friend, “This is 
it! This is what St. Paul was talking 
about!” I became very interested and 
also slightly amused. 

Soon Father Bennett spoke. Im- 
mediately I recognized him as an 
Episcopal priest with all the authority 
and stability I expected in a minister. 
I thought, “Now there is somebody to 
whom I could talk.” As I sat there at 
the back of the auditorium trying to 
figure how I was going to manage to 
talk to him, it occured to me to write 
a note and take it back stage. I wrote, 
“I am an Episcopalian and I don’t 
know what’s going on here, but I am 
interested. Can you talk to me?” I 
gave it to the stagehand who in tum 
gave it to Father Bennett. Father Ben- 
nett immediately left the stage to talk 
to me. I invited him to dinner that 
evening and he agreed to come, if in 
addition, I would also have my parish 
priest there. It isn’t protocol in our 
church for an outside priest to advise 
a member of another man’s flock. 


(Mr.) Father Bennett met with us— 
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MR. and MRS. LINDBLOM 


for dinner and gave us background 
on how the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
had come to him and what it had 
meant to him and the people of his 
parish who had shared the experience. 
We were interrupted in our conversa- 
tion because Father Bennett had to 
leave for a meeting at Bethel Temple. 
He agreed to meet with us later and 
finish his story. 


I accompanied Father Bennett to 
Bethel Temple where I heard his mes- 
sage. There is quite a difference be- 
tween a full gospel church service and 
an Episcopal church service. We are 
very reserved in comparison. When I 
was at the high school with my wife, 
earlier, I found it very difficult to 
determine the validity of the proceed- 
ings. Yes, the interpretations were 
wonderful and appeared powerful and 
true, but there seemed also an air of 
emotionalism. I needed to learn more. 
Perhaps I should define my use of the 
word emotionalism. It is to me an 
excessive display of sentimentality 
merely for the “kicks” involved, and is 
quite apart from pure emotion which 
is an honest God-given response. 


Question: 
Cive us the details of your receiving 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit. 


Answer: 

(Mr.) After the service at Bethel 
Temple, Father Bennett, his wife and 
I rejoined the others at our minister's 
home. A couple from Manteca drop- 
ped by to return a blanket. They 
stayed. It seems God had sent them. 
While we were gone, the group which 
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remained had been studying the Bible 
and raising questions. They were 
awaiting Father Bennett with abated 
breath, so to speak. Little by little we 
were aware of a feeling of anticipation 
and eagerness among us as Father 
Bennett satisfied our questions. Even 
under the astute theological question- 
ing of our minister, Father Bennett’s 
equally sound answers assured us that 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit, as 
manifested by speaking in tongues, 
was a gift that every sincere follower 
of Christ should and could receive. 
Father Bennett did not press us to 
receive this gift, nor did he even ask 
us if we wanted it. He left it entirely 
to us to initiate the request. I think 
it was quite exceptional that we did, 
because of our reserved background. 
That we did, shows that the Spirit was 
already at work in us giving us a hun- 


ger. 

Father Bennett first laid his hands 
on my wife, Virginia. We were seated 
about the living room in a circle much 
as at any social gathering. Virginia 
was sitting on the corner of the couch. 
After he prayed for her infilling and 
instructed her on how to cooperate, 
she said a few words hesitantly. He 
prayed in his own tongue and en- 
couraged her. I wasn’t sure if she had 
received the Holy Spirit then or later. 
She became uncertain and stopped. 
He next came to me. I was sitting on 
the other side of the room in a straight 
chair. Both he and Virginia laid their 
hands on my head. I was fighting the 
Holy Spirit. Although I wanted to re- 
ceive I could not bring myself to make 
a sound. Father Bennett moved on to 
our priest. Here was the first complete 
breakthrough. What an experience! 
Here was our venerated and respected 
priest speaking in a full, oriental- 
sounding language. It was surprising 
and we burst forth laughing, a joyous 
laugh in which was mingled amaze- 
ment, fellowship, jubilation and 
thanksgiving. We experienced togeth- 
er a completeness of loving fellowship 
that I had never before experienced. 
It was wonderful! Yet we were not 
emotional. We still sat quietly about 
the room. 


After our priest spoke, Father Ben- 
nett returned to me and again laid his 
hands on me. I spoke a few words and 
experienced a great swelling within 
my whole body, an in-filling that

made me feel as if my heart would 
break. It was a terrific feeling. It 
made me feel so full that I couldn't 
hold it anymore and it bubbled forth 
in laughter, joy and love. This is a 
poor way to explain what I exper- 
ienced, but I don’t know how else to 
say it. 

(Mrs.) When Father Bennett pray- 
ed for me I spoke a few words in an 
unknown tongue. He encouraged me 
and seemed pleased, but I felt it was 
something I was doing and thought | 
should not continue. However, as we 
went on and prayed for other people 
I realized that something was happen- 
ing to me. Joy and love were welling 
up within me. A language was defi- 
nitely forming at a subverbal level and 
I could hear it pounding in my ears 
although I wasn’t yet speaking it out 
loud. Later, I did let it out and re- 
ceived interpretations, too. Each mem- 
ber of our group received the Holy 
Spirit and spoke in tongues, some in 
fluent highly developed languages 
right from the beginning. We received 
interpretations both for our own words 
and each others, too.

Oroville Lady Keeps 
Faithful Testimony 


Mrs. Charlotte B. Wirth entered 
into the presence of her Lord on Sep- 
tember 28, but the final chapter of 
the testimony of her love for Him was 
yet to be written. 

In 1909, when Pentecost was in its 
beginnings, she moved to Oroville, 
California, to marry Arthur Wirth. 
There was no Pentecostal church, so 
for many years she, although not a 
minister, conducted cottage prayer 
meetings, Bible study and Sunday 
school in the little country school- 
house. In time she rented a hall and 
invited students from Glad Tidings 
Bible Institute in San Francisco to 
come and conduct services. The stu- 
dents were cared for in her home. It 
was by this means that the Oroville 
church finally came into being. 

Before her death, Mrs. Wirth saw 
to it that those to whom she had faith- 
fully witnessed would be sure to hear 
the gospel one more time.

Printing Press Aids 
German Sunday Schools

Ten years ago there was practically 
no Sunday school literature of any 
kind available in all of Germany. In 
order to meet this great need we be- 
gan to publish some material on a 
little mimeograph machine. Soon we 
got hold of a tiny press that was hard- 
ly better than the mimeograph. 

Pressed by the urgent need to 
supply Sunday school literature, we 
took a step of faith and for $3000 
bought a used press which would 
meet our needs. 

This amount had to be paid within 
60 days. We wondered if we could 
make it. I will never forget the thrill 
when about a week before the pay- 
ment was due I was working with 
about 20 of the students on our Bible 
school building and our secretary

a conflict with some other activity or 
pleasure, and not out of sense of duty, 
but of joy. This is a phenominal and 
miraculous change for me. 

Another change in my life I can 
notice is my insight into right and 
wrong in personal conduct. All bus- 
iness men have a policy of ethics in 
their businesses to which they try to 
adhere, but now I can see where lots 
of rationalization can enter in and 
polute good intentions.

(Mr.) Our prayer groups are very | 
informal. We gather in private homes || 
in the evening. There is a good supply 
of coffee and usually about nine to — 
twelve people present. We frequently __ 
begin by singing rousing gospel hymns 
in addition to the hymns from our own 
Hymnal. We have lively discussions 
and exchanges of information on 
“What the Lord has been doing in our 
lives the week past.” Normally, we get 
the feeling, it is time to pray. We be- 
gin, after the Lord’s Prayer, with ex- 
temporanious words of praise and 
thanksgiving, offered by anyone. Our 
groups seem to have no director, but 
we try to yield ourselves to the direc- 
tion of the Lord. He seems to direct us 
and, depending on our needs, He will — 
give us words of strengthening, dir- 
ection, prophecy or leads us toward © 
intercession or healing. Sometimes we 
pray for those in our group, a parti- 
cular member, or sometimes our con- 
cern is carried out to others. You must 
realize that all the time, the coffee pot 
is sitting in the middle for anyone who 
wishes it. During our prayers it is 
very likely that someone will speak in, 
tongues and we will receive an inter- 
pretation.

language was extensive, and his ability 
to read the same was fluent. His mas- 
sive library reflected the reading 
habits and mental appetite that was 
his at all times. He lived with his 
books and knew their contents. Dur- 
ing the years of declining health he 
bestowed upon me several of his 
treasured volumes, including copies of 
several books that had come from his 
pen. 
Whatever ones capabilities may be, 
a younger man approaches the pulpit 
with some degree of modesty in the 
presence of such a student and _bril- 
liant mind. However, I am thankful 
to say to his honored memory, (as I 
have freely told while he was still 
living ) that he was one of the easiest 
parishioners to whom I preached. At 
no time did I sense any attempt to 
display superiority of either experience 
or knowledge, but instead he would 
enter into the spirit of the sermon and 
follow closely with it. Often times 
sharing the anointing that rested upon 
the speaker, he would chime in, (I can 
hear him now) “And Brother Krog- 
stad, the Bible also says . . Any- 
time he did this, his interjections were 
not in the least objectionable, but 
always contributed rich nuggets of 
truth that had direct bearing upon the 
scripture exposition, being delivered, 
and added further blessing and inspir- 
ation to both the service and the pas- 
tor. 

Soon after I became the pastor of 
‘First Church, it was the decision of a 
substantial majority of the congrega- 
tion to sell our old church and _ pur- 
chase one in a different location which 
seemed more desirable. Brother Gort- 
ner, as was understandable, being at- 
tached for many reasons to the edifice 
he had constructed and in which he 
had ministered, questioned the advis- 
abitity of this move and was hardly 
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his lasting honor that once the con- 
gregation had made its decision, he 
accepted it with good grace and co- 
operated beautifully, being present 
as often as his health permitted. 

The title of a book he gave me from 
his library years ago is “The Marks Of 
A Man”. As I reflect upon him now 
and consider the eminence of his past 
as a great leader in the Assemblies of 
God and yet his humility as a member 
of my church; and consider further 
his attitude of appreciation and the 
many times he shook the pastor’s hand
